Here’s another combining ques- 
tion from a tenant. 


“My landlord pays half the 
cost of combining beans, but 
will not pay for combining 
oats or for hiring a corn. 
picker. What's the difference?” 


Combining beans has been ac 
cepted as a general farm expense, 
when the grain is divided 50-50. 
Probably this is because combin- 
ing is accepted as the best way to 
harvest beans. 

Oats are an older crop, with a 
long custom of binding, shocking 
and threshing. With extra labor, 









































































































































the farmer usually can get the 
oats in the bin. Some tenants, as 
well as landlords, contend that 
threshing is the proper way to 
handle an oat crop. 

Corn-picking, by long custom, 
is considered as the labor that the 


tenant provides in a share-crop 
lease. 
This explains the custom of 


farm owners in division of costs. 
Some would say it is not justified. 
But here’s another question about 
combining, from a landlord: 


“IT don't object to paying by 
the acre when it is necessary 
for the tenant to hire combin- 
ing or corn-picking done. But 
my tenant says I should pay 
him custom rates for harvest- 
ing partnership crops on the 
place he rents from me. He 
owns the combine.” 


Here is the situation. The land- 
lord has a big farm. The tenant 
can afford to own a combine with- 
out doing custom work. These 
questions seem to be raised: 

Should the landlord, in this case, 
be relieved of all harvesting and 
threshing costs on a 50-50 lease? 
Or should he pay at least the regu- 
lar threshing charge? 

Or, should the tenant get cus- 
tom rates on the landlord’s half 
of the crops, and thus be relieved 
entirely of performing the labor 
part ol the lease contract? 

Modern hay-making brings some 
questions, too. One tenant writes 
as follows: 


“I can’t get help to put up 
hay. But the landlord does 
not want to share the extra 
cost of field-baling. What is 


or 


the custom? 

This is another case where a 
strict interpretation of the leases 
that put labor against the farm 
would indicate that field-baling 
was the tenant’s expense. Several 
angles are worth exploring, how- 
ever. 

Some landlords see advantages 
in baling. Baled hay take less 
for storage. Baling enables 
the farm operator to get the hay 
up in better time. Early-cut hay 
has better quality and gives the 
second crop a better chance.

And he doesn’t have to keep 
two containers if he uses some for 
custom work. 

One landlord added this to his 
letter: 


“Doesn't the whole custom 
as to who pays what in a 50-50 
lease need re-examination, in 
view of the fact that power- 
farming has come to stay?”

The answer seems to be “Yes.” 
The combine, corn-picker and hay- 
baler have brought advantages to 
both landlord and tenant.

Qut of the sandhills of Nebraska, up from the 
Chama country of New Mexico.. . . all the 
wav from the state of Washington to Texas, 
there’s a flood of livestock on the move. 
Feeder cattle and lambs raised in the great 
grass-growing regions of the United States 
are flowing into the feed lots of the nation. 
This movement reaches its peak each Octo- 
ber, and its significance is of great economic 
importance to all of us in the livestock-meat 
industry. 

These millions of head of feeder cattle and 
lambs are nothing more than grass turned 
into meat. True, these feeders will require a 
certain amount of grain to finish them as 
satisfactory meat animals. That’s why they 
go into the feed lots. But were it not for 
these grazing animals, 779,000,000 acres of 
the land area of the United States would 
produce little, if any, human food. In other 
words, 41% of the total land of our nation 
consists of grass land which cannot be used 
for producing other feeds and foods. Also 
taking into consideration the plowable land 
used to produce pasture, hay and other for- 
age crops, approximately half of our land 
would produce no food of human value, were 
it not for livestock. 

Of the total feeds consumed by beef cattle; 
78.7% is grass, hay and dry roughages. With 
lambs, it is 95.6%. These are official figures 
of the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. ‘hus, the grain that goes into feeder 


cattle and lamb rations is but a relatively 
small part of the feed that makes our meat. 
A minimum of corn is needed to bring feeder 
steers from 700 to 1,000 pounds when the 
ve part of the ration -is made up of 
odder, corn silage, other available rough- 
ages and some concentrates. 

In addition to utilizing grass which other- 
wise would be wasted, the production of live- 
stock furnishes the nation with its finest nu- 
tritional food—meat. In the great movement 
of meat from the Western range to the kitchen 
range, the stop-over in the feed lots increases 
the amount of meat. It also levels out the 
fall flood of livestock into a more even year- 
round marketing. Thus seasonal price fluctu- 
ations are not so marked. In the production 
of livestock, the majority of America’s 
6,000,000 farmers and ranchers find the chief 
means of marketing their grass and other 
home-grown feeds.

In selecting calves with 
this high aim in mind, the “satisfactory prospect” 
must 1 purebred or high-grade of one of the recog- 
nized beef breeds, Shorthorn, Hereford, or Angus. 

The calf or yearling steer in thin condition must 
appear short in legs in proportion to his depth of 
bedy, or to put it the other way around, he must 
appear deep in body in proportion to his length of 
legs. He must then appear to be wide in his body and 


thickly covered with muscle, especially over the loin 
and down through the thighs. 

The feeder calf should have a short neck and a 
short, broad head. He should appear moderately fine 
or small in the legs and head as an indication that he 
Wul fatten smoothly and show quality when fat. 
Large, coarse-appearing calves and small over-re- 
fined ones seldom develop into winners. Calves that 
appear nervous and easily excited or frightened 


should be avoided as they are likely to not do well 
and to be hard to train to lead.
